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Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 68-80 are allowed. 

The prior art of record fails to teach "wherein, when the first interface receives a 
first command of the first type file access request from the client computer, the first 
command specifies a fist set of a first path name and a fist file name related to a first 
file, the processing unit sends a second command of the second type file access 
request to the file server via the second interface, the second command indicates the 
file server to create a second file which includes update data of the first file and which is 
assigned to a second file ID of the second type protocol in the file server if the first file 
which is assigned to a first file ID, which is different from the second file ID, of the 
second type protocol already exists in the file server." This differs the prior art in that the 
present invention instead creating having a primary file and pointing to versions of the 
file the present invention stores the "update data" as file with a file ID that is different 
then that of the original file. Additionally the present invention is converting from a file 
path system to a file ID system, which adds unobviousness in that converting a name 
path file with update data to different file with different file IDs. Additionally the uses of a 
hash function to convert from the first protocol to the second protocol would produce 
different results because a pointer would be required to each update data that had the 
same path name, therefore the required modification would be negative teach of a hash 
function. The present invention in view of the discussed limitations is unobvious over the 
prior art of record. 
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Presently provisionally double patenting with application 1 1/201,252 is removed 
from this application and 1 1/201 ,252 double patent with the issuing patent is asserted. 
Should 11/201,252 become allowable a terminal disclaimer or some other action would 
be required to overcome the double patenting rejection as the claims presently stand.
